Wealth in Few Hands 


The party system is in disrepute in 


Nippon, because, rightly or wrongly, 
the abuses of Japanese capitalism are 
popularly laid at its door. And in no 
other country in the world is wealth 
confined to so few hands. 


Factories, shipping, banking, 
de- 


partment 
stores—practically 
every- 


thing in the island—is controlled by 
'five or six stupendous interlocking 
concerns. 


To the public, civil or party govern- 


ment has meant vast privileges arid 
wealth for a few and poverty for the 
many. 


To thorn, the Diet has not been com. 


posed of representatives of the people, 
but representatives of the big hank- 
ing, commercial, and industrial houses.

Many were jobless. University men 


were graduated and five of 100 found 
jobs.

Army Finds Way Out 


Then the army defied the

regime and took Mukden. It spread 
out all over Manchuria. 


And Manchuria, 
to

masses, 


meant the breaking down of the stone 
wall. It meant room to expand. 
It 


meant a way out. 


At the same time, the factories be- 


gan to start up. This meant work. 
The yen depreciated, exports started 
to boom, the army needed new equip- 
ment, and pretty soon there was little 
unemployment left. 


Comparative 
prosperity 
returned. 


Money began to circulate so that ev- 
erybody—not just the half dozen big 
corporations—could get their hands on 
some of it. 


Rightly or wrongly again, the masses 


become more than ever convinced 
that the army is more patriotic and 
more unselfish than the politicians.

Assassins Aladc Heroes 


Thus, when three young naval of-

heroes.

So strong is the popular feeling

•wondered how Harold L. Ickes man-

federal jobs, in case you don't think 
that's enough.) 


One reason is that Ickes is the grim- 


mest, plugglngest bearcat for work in 
the whole New Deal. 


Another is his right-hand man—As- 


sistant Secretary Oscar L. Chapman. 
^wh6 is also executive secretary of the 
PWA board. Chapman is 37 and vig- 
orous, almost boyish in his enthusiasm 
for the progressivism and ideals of so- 
cial justice which Ickes brought to 
the Interior Department. 


Chapman always has been like that 


He used to be chief probation officer 
Of Judge Ben Lindsey's juvenile court 
in Denver and he successfully man- 
aged the last senatorial campaigns of 
-both. Costigan and Adams of Colo- 
rado. 


'"Savior of the Virgins' 'is Chap- 


man's recent nickname among friends. 
He fathered the rehabilitation project 
for the Virgin Islands, taking time out 
to urge and organize the scheme for 
a 51,000,000 FWA'' federal corporation 
which will .put cash in the islands 
and produce sugar and rum. 


As conceived by Chapman, the V. I. 


plan is an unusual social-economic ex- 
periment. Half the earnings will go 
to_the island welfare association for 
health work, poor relief, and educa- 
tion, 
. The other half will be divided 
among employes—mostly day laborers 
and cane growers. Wealthy land own- 
ers on the islands dislikke the plan. 


The ist of stockholers in the cor- 


poration is one of the world's most 
exclusive. Chapman, Ickes, and Gov. 
Jfaul Pearson will own a share each, 
at $10 a share. That gives them com- 
plete control.

Give Children A Chance to React to 


Ah Unfriendly Neighborhood 


What should a mother do about 


companionship for her child in mi 
unfriendly neighborhood? 
Olive 


Roberts Barton gives her opinion 
in tliis article. It is another in her 
interesting series on modern Child 
Training. 


We cannot expect to find the per- 


fect group for our child to play with, 
or even one suitable (for him) play- 
mate. 


So much could be done, too, by this 


outside co-operation. 
It is one of the 


mother's greatest problems to have 
her Jimmy, or her Jean, situated so 
that his best qualities are strengthen- 
ed and his worst ones overcome. 


The boy from the gentle home may 


find himself surrounded by rough lit- 
tle bullies who don't understand his 
culture and kindness at all. To be 
considered one of the gang and avoid 
being a lonely and possibly persecut- 
ed outsider he will soon adopt their 
principles, and what is his mother to 
do when she sees her nice, frank, 
earnest boy being ruined? 
. 


Cn the other hand, the reverse may 


be true. The little fellow who has 
never had a chance at home, whose 
parents have not been particular about 
the amenities, may find himself in a 
group of children who look upon him 
as a curiosity, and criticize him, and 
shun him. 


Boys Are Democratic 


Under it all he may bo a very nice 


boy. That is, fundamentally decent 
and square. But children too often 
notice the surface, although unless 
absolutely fixed to 
astandard they 


are much more democratic than their 
elders, particularly boys. Girls, as 
seems to be consistent with the fem- 
inine nature, are more likely to black- 
ball the one with 
mannerisms 
or 


clothes different from their own. I 
won't say worse or poorer, because I 
knew a child's heart to be broken 
once, who came from the east, had a 
lovely New England accent and wore 
the strictly plain clothes she should 
have worn. But she was different, 
and it was a year or more before she 
was accepted by the neighborhood 
girls. It was her own inherent kind- 
ness and common sense and patience 
that got her there finally. And today 
she is head and shoulders above them 
all. 


Whether a child is repudiated by 


the neighboring children on account 
of merit or demerit, or even just plain 
jealousy, there arc two things that 
may be done. 


One is to interfere as little as pos- 


sible and wait a bit to see how it 
works out. Frequently it does. Just 
how is unpredictable 
because 
the 


ways of children in the mass are sub- 
ject to swift and sudden changes. 


The other is to move. 
If parents see then- boy or gir! be- 


ing unduly influenced in the wrong 
direction in order to maintain a niche 
in the local social world, or if they 
know their child is a misfit and un- 
happy, a little square peg that never 
can fit into the round hole, it seems 
reasonable to try a complete change 
of environment. 


Find a Friend 


Too often parents rent a house, or 


build or buy in a neighborhood that 
suits them, but is unsuitable for their 
families. In the matter of property 
ownership, it is more 
difficult, 
of 


course, to adjust the situation. 


The only thing to be done in such 


a case is to try to find a real friend 
or two somewhere and encourage 
Jimmy to be satisfied with them until 
some change fan be made. 


If possible, it is the better way of- 


ten to have patience and not to jump 
to conclusions. To carry a log on 
one's shoulder and go about sniffing 
for trouble is never too safe. Matters 
may not be as bad as we think. Neith- 
er must we decide th;it the child is 
being persecuted or snubbed wherever 
he goes. It may be his fault. Try a 
little home talent, and try to find out 
more about the real trouble. When 
chat fails itis time to act.

Separate wants 
will be made for these branches. 


Mr. Dyt-xs informed Mr. Sharp of 


the grant in a long distance telephone 
conversation. He is in WashinRton 
for conferences with Harry L. Hop- 
kins, national administrator on the 
new proprams which will replace the 
CWA. 


Mr. Sharp also announced that per- 


mission had been granted to retain a 
sufficient number of CWA iidmlnistra- 
tive employes to complete all neces- 
sary paper work. The number must 
be kept to a minimum, however, he 
said. All department heads and all 
county officials have been notified 
that the cuts must be made effective 
Fridnv.

basis which was itself subnormal and 
led to the proposal for a deduction. 
While traffic is improving, a large 
amount of deferred maintenance has 
accumulated and the railroads face 
serious dangers ahead in the competi- 
tion from other forms of traffic. 


"It is essential to the welfare of the 


industry, including the welfare of its 
employes, that it would have a breath- 
ing space, as business 
revives, 
in 


which the properties can be restored 
to good condition and, if possible, 
some improvement in net earnings be 
shown. 


"Increased maintenance and diver- 


sion of revenue to increased 
wages 


will greatly limit what can be done 
in this direction. The burden thus im- 
posed upon the industry at this time 
will also make it harder to adjust the 
conditions. From both of these conse- 
quences the employes will 
suffer 


along with the industry. 


Gives Labor's Side 


"The arguments in support of labor's 


position may be briefly summarized 
as follows: 


"The employes have suffered much 


more than the 10 per cent reduction 
owing to demotions, part time and 
furloughs. 
There, has been little in- 


crease in employment as traffic has 
revived and the managements are 
constantly seeking new ways of sav- 
ing labor, although railroad employ- 
ment has been cut in half since 1920. 


''The tendency of the times is to- 


ward higher prices and higher wages. 
The latter are necessary to increase 
the consumptive power of the popula- 
tion. This has been emphasized by 
the president in the NRA program. 


"Traffic is improving, business is 


recovering, and other industries all 
over the country are increasing their 
wages. The federal government is re- 
storing the wages of its employes in 
large part. 
The railroad 
employes 


are in n state of serious unrest and 
can no longer endure to be left out 
of thsi program. They must be given 
at least some share in the beneftis of 
revival. The improvement in morale 
which would result would be of great 
advantage to the railroads themselves. 


"The labor represneUitives further 


suggest that the financial structures of 
the railroads are unsound, because of 
the disproportionate burden of fixed 
charges. 


"II, therefore, an increase in wages 


should precipitate conditions which 
would compel (he 
readjustment of 


these financial structures, such as re- 
sult would conduce to sounder eco- 
nomic conditions in the industry and 
would help it to meet the new com- 
petitive conditions. In the meantime 
the employes would be as well off 
under receivers or trustees us under 
present conditions, if not in a better 
situation, as they have learned by ex. 
pcrience. 


"They have also learned from ex- 


perience not to reply upon assurances 
that increased earnings will be used to 
add to employment."

Assailed on all sides as they are, the 


political parties face etiher reform or 
extinction. 
They must learn to fict 


with courage, promptly and for the 
common good If they are to survive. 


Reform Is Imperative 


"Parliamentary authority Is show- 


ing signs of returning," former Secre- 
tary of Home Affairs Takejirb Toko- 
nami told me, "but reforms arc im- 
perative. It will have to cleanse it- 
self thoroughly before it can fully re- 
gain its lost prestige. 


"This, I think, it will do. In any 


event, I do not believe Japan is headed 
toward any extreme—cither Fascism, 
or Communism. She is too firmly be- 
hind the Imperial House to do that." 


At least the Diet is regaining its 


lost voice. It now dares criticise mil- 
itarists abuses, an unheard-of-thing 
in-its halls for nearly three years.
